Westlink Report 


WOFLF's "HAM IN SPACE" MISSION has 
been delayed until at least the 28th of 
November. NASA made the decision to by- 
pass the October 28th launch date after 
engineers discovered problems with the 
carbon insulation linings of the exhaust 
nozzles on the external solid rocket boos- 
ter engines. The linings are designed to 
protect the outer skin of the booster noz- 
zle from burning away under the intense 
heat generated by the engine's exhaust. 

At the end of a shuttle flight, at least 

1 1/2 inches of lining should remain, but 
inspection of the rocket boosters used in 
the August 30th launch of the STS-8 reveal- 
ed less than .2 inch of lining left. Ac- 
cording to NASA, has the engines continued 
to burn for another 18 seconds, a burn 
through might have occurred. According to 
Lt. General James Abramson, NASA's Asso- 
ciate Administrator, one of. the nozzles on 
the Columbia (to be used on STS-9) is from 
the same batch as those on the Challenger 
(which flew STS-8). Rather than chance a 
burn-through, NASA will hold the STS-9 «1 
launch in an effort to find out if any 
problem still exists. A more ominous note 
was sounded by NASA Administrator James 
Beggs in Los Angeles on October 14th. He 
told the press that "...no shuttle will 
fly until NASA scientists find out what's 
wrong with the nozzles and fix them." It 
is doubtful that the delay will have any 
effect on Dr. Garriott's ham radio plans, 
once the spacelab is in orbit. 


RACES/ARES 


An important Simulated Emergency Test 
(SET), was conducted on October 15, Sat- 
urday with nearly nationwide participa- 
tion of many ARRL members. MDARC members 
responded throughout Contra Costa County, 
primarily in the central area with the — 
East County handled by WA6ZFZ and his 
group, West County responding through the 
EBARC led by N6DRT. 

Stations checked in about 0800. Those 
with prior assignments proceeded directly 
to those points and others monitored 146.43 
mHz for assignment as needed. The WA6WVH 
repeater on 147.735 mHz was also used to 
help in check-ins. By 0830 most sites 
were manned and simplex path checking was 
the main order of the day. It is of great 
importance to be certain that our pre-in- 
Stalled antennas are functional and permit 
the separate simplex nets to communicate 
with other as well as with established 
headquarters. This SET was conducted un- 
til 1000 in Central County as follows:
